“The Japanese informed 
me that the Asian Confeder- 
ation was strongly in favor 
of a round-robin in Japan.” 

Grimson said the ASF 
would meet soon to discuss 
Australia’s World Cup com- 
mitments. 

“Speaking personally,” he 
said, “I wouldn’t be adverse 
to a round-robin in Japan in 
principle. 

“Staged in the big Japanese 
cities, the round-robin could 
pay its way. 

“The ASF wouldn’t be 
concerned in making any 
money on the series, as long 
as we would break even”, 
he added. 

Grimson considers home- 
and-away matches might be a 
financial risk seeing that Ja- 
pan didn’t attract big crowds 


in any of their recent Aus- 
tralian matches. 

Though the majority of 
countries concerned, includ- 
ing Australia when the ASF 
eventually decides to tackle 
this pressing matter, are like- 
ly to agree to a qualifying 
round-robin in Japan, a major 
hitch may develop. 

The Japanese Government 
does not recognize North 
Korea and will not accede 
to the Korean Goyernment’s 
demands that they be official- 
ly called “The Democratic 
Republic of Korea.” 


This political issue has 
resulted in North Korea’s 
walk-out at all major inter- 
national sporting events held 
in Japan in the past few years 
(1964 Olympic Games, 1966

We are not training enough; we are not training well enough; we are not 
paying the players the right money for the right performance. 


All this is entirely up to 
the clubs; neither the Feder- 
ations nor any other official, 
collective body can do it for 
us. 
What is the position to- 
day? 

Take almost any of Syd- 
ney’s five or six top clubs 
as an example. 

They train two or three 
nights a week, after work, 
often under extremely poor 
conditions. 

On Saturdays or Sundays, 
they play one match. 

And that is the extent of 
their soccer activity. 

For this players receive 
varying sums of money but it 
would not be an exaggeration 
to say that this reaches a 
weekly average of at least 
$60 throughout the season — 
more in some cases. 

Either by importing players 
from overseas or by transfer- 
ring them from other clubs, 
a further large sum is spent. 

Although the “average”’ 
here may be an elusive factor, 
perhaps $5,000 per club per 
year in the case of our lead- 
ing outfits is close to the 
mark. 

Now, I am convinced that 
with better distribution of 
the money and reorganisation 
of the resources, our clubs 
could — and should — get 
much better results than they 
are getting today. 

Take a squad of -15- play- 
ers, add to it the coach and 
the masseur to make it 17 
— and make sure they attend 
five training sessions a week: 
three in the evenings, two in 
the afternoons. 

How to go about it? 

First of all, decide that for 
this year you won’t buy any 
new players at all but pro- 
vide better training facilities 
for those already on your 
books. 

This, anyway, makes more 
sense. We all know of play- 
ers who come to Australia 
with glowing reputations, 
started off well — and then, 
under our pre-historic training 
conditions, lost all their 
sparkle and have blended into 
our dull, grey mediocrity. 

We also know of numerous 
talented youngsters who

might have been hailed as 
great finds and even sensat- 
ions at 17 or 18 — but failed 
to improve further and at 23 
or even 25 are still vaguely 
referred to as “promising” 
though they promise nothing 
but headache and disappoint- 
ment. 


INDICTMENT 


Many of our teams today 
include players who were as 
skilled at 18 as they are now 
— surely a terrible indictmént 
of our methods. 

Under a completely revised, 
modernised and planned 
training schedule, both these 
categories would come to life 
and deliver the goods we are 
expecting from them. 

Five training sessions a 
week, two of them in the 
afternoon, cost money. : 

But clubs do have the 
money — they only spend it 
the wrong way. 

By not signing or import- 
ing players for a year, a club 
could save up to $5,000 — 
i? some cases a lot more. 

This can be spent on your 
squad of 17, providing your 
club with about $300 per man 
or $10 per man per week for 
a 30-week season. 

This $10 would, in fact, 
compensate the player for 
getting off work one after- 
noon in the week. 


(Some would find it hard| 


to-do that,.of -course. But 
clubs should gradually strive 
towards the day when the 
majority of their players, if 
not all, can do it. 

And if a “star” declares his 
unwillingness or inability to 
train in the afternoons, soon 
enough a youngster, well 
trained and tutored, may 
challenge him for his post. 

This way you can create a 
healthy competitive spirit 
among players — and induce 
many vastly overpaid “stars” 
to either put more into the 
game or to get out.) 

The other $10 compensat- 


-ion for the second afternoon 


off work can also be found. 

At present a surprising 
number of players receive 
contracts, signing-on fees or 
even re-signing-on fees. 

Many of these aré not only 
excessive but totally unreal- 
istic and unwarranted. 

These can be cut — or 
tather, the fee incorporated 
into this “afternoon compens- 
ation”. 


HAIR-RAISING ~ 


The third field where 


i changes can be implemented 


is in the bonuses. 

It’s hair-raising to hear that 
a club pays a $50 or $60 win 
bonus — totalling some $600 
or $700 a team -— when 
their fortnightly home gate 
is only, say, 2000, bringing 
in a revenue of about $1000 
every two weeks — some 
$500 a week. 

No sane club management 
anywhere in the world pays 


its players all their gate re- 
venue — but we even ex- 
ceed it. 


Manchester United’s aver- 
age home attendance is some 
50,000, paying anything up to 
$30,000 or more at the gates. 

If they followed our crazy 
system, they would have to 
pay their players about 
$40,000 every Saturday — or 
an average of some $300 a 
player. 

Eyen they don’t do if; the 
average pay packet over there 
is some $120 weekly and 
many other perks, including 
advertising, may bring this up 
to $200 in some cases. 


It surprises me no end that 
no Sydney club has yet intro- 
duced crowd bonuses; this is 
now fully accepted in many 
British and Continental clubs. 

It's up to the players to 
put on a fine show; if they 
do, the crowds will come; if 
they do, the players will get 
more. 

This is a simple incentive 
system whereby the players 
themselves have to generate 
their own incomes. 

Some club officials will 
claim that my scheme is mad, 
cannot be done or has flaws. 

Of course it may have 
flaws — but not nearly as 
many and as big as the pres- 
ent set-up’s under which our 
crowds are getting smaller, 
our players are getting richer 
— and the standard of our 
games is, at best, stagnating. 

I am not begrudging the 
players all their earnings; I 
am simply critical of the way 
they earn it. 

This is not their fault but 
that of the clubs; as long 
as players can make $1000 
or $2000 out of soccer the 
easy way, they will not volun- 
teer to try it the hard way. 

It?s up to the clubs to do 
it. And it can be done, de- 
spite some obvious difficult- 
ies, especially in the begin- 
ning.
